Plane Crash Self-critique 


WB@MHP, AEC for HF, Dist. 14 ARES. 


‘This solf-crtique is meant to remind me not to let 
Preparation wait until tomorrow. It is also meant to 
share what each individual's lack of preparation can 
do in time of a spontansous disaster. Why is it we 
always say to ourselves "posh, I wish I had done that 


sooner?” 


‘Why is it we seem to do beter in simulated exer- 
cives than in the real thing? In simulated exercises, 
we do better because we kind of know when it’s going, 
to happen, and sometimes know what's going to 
happen. This was definitely not the case last Sunday 
‘morning when the United 737 crashed in Widetield. 


‘What did I dowrong? I didn't prepare for the real 
thing. I had key telephone numbers somewhere in 
the shack. 1 assumed monthe ago, when I was 
entrusted with these phone numbers, I would have 
plenty of time to edit the packet file in which 1 
received the numbers and set up a data base in which 
T could easily find thee. 


Problem number one - When the crash occurred 
and I was asked to full my duty as an ABC and call 
the key person to which these numbers belonged, the 
adrenalin caused a temporary memory loa as to 
which directory these numbers were in. RESULT - 
DELAY! 


Problem number two - I was in a CW QSO with 
iy father-in-law and I couldn't access the directory 
‘because the computer was doing the talking. I could 
have aborted the QSO but that would have caused 
my father-in-law to call long distance thinking his 
‘equipment failed. That long distance phone call 
‘would have caused even more chaos during these 
crucial minutes. RESULT - MORE DELAY! 


Problem number three - After I completed the 
requested phone call I was to take net control since 
| was the only known base statica on at the time. 
Because I was now frantically trying to sort through 
my file cabinet where I thought I hed a hard-copy 
printout with the key phone numbers, John, El Paso 
‘County AEC, who was mobile, was forced to put out 
a plea for a net control. RESULT - EVEN MORE 
DELAY! 


‘What this all comee down to was an embarrasa- 
ingly long delay in getting the emergency com- 
‘munications organized in this REAL disaster. 


Recommendations - I feel that training ie a 
MUST. ARES training last October during the SET 
(Simulated Emergency Test) revealed the same sort 
of problems. So WHY did they oceur again? Train 


ing that is NOT regularly repeated is soon forgotten 
when your adrenalin is at an all-time high. 


also feel that non-ARES members are as vital as 
ARES members, however, non-ARES members 
don't show up on rosters with each persons 
capabilities and availability. I recommend that 
EVERYONE interested in helping in emergencies 
becomesan ARES member sothatwe know who you 
are BEFORE the critical need arises. There are no 
dues, no required meetings, no elections, no politics, 
and no coffee and donuts once a month. BUT, there 
are rewards in knowing that you belong to the pool of 
valuable communicators and are accessible when 
needed. About the only requirement as an ARES 
member is: when training is offered participation in 
requested. 


also recommend that we don't fall into the trap I 
did by relying on my computer to give me fast, un- 
restricted access to vital information. What if I loat 
AC power (my computer is not battery operated)? 
‘The DC powered radioe won't do any good if I can't 
{et to the needed information. 


In summary, I want to share my experiences and 
‘what potential problems lack of preparation and 
practice can cause, I realize part of our name is 
amateur but our actions must be professional if we 
are to make contributions as communicators. 


Practice makes permanent!!!

A Visit To 9-1-1 


(They discourage calling it "Nine-Eleven") 


On a recent weekend, my son Chris and I had an 
‘opportunity to visit the three emergency communi- 
cations centers located in the headquarters. build- 
ing of the Colorado Springs Police Department, We 
started at the 911 communications center, then we 
spent quite some time at the Colorado Springs Fire 
Department dispatch center, and finally visited the 
Colorado Springs Police Department dispatch cen- 
ter, We had both missed the 911 program at the club 
‘meeting last year (everyone tells us it was great, and 
Vl bet we're not the only ones who missed it!), so 
getting to see what they do and how they do it taught 
us a iot 


At the 911 center, we discovered first of all that 
the 911 operators cover all of EI Paso county as well 
as some nearby areas of adjoining counties. Most of 
the time, there are two operators covering this whole 
area, though on known busy times, such as New 
Year's Eve, there is a third position which can be 
activated. They are really knowledgeable about the 
area they cover although sometimes even they have 
difficulty identifying locations from the descriptions 
given to them by callers 


For those of you who are not familiar with the 5 
tem, all of the 912 calls from the area of coverage 
come through this one facility where the calls can 
be patched directly to any of the many emergency 
agencies in the area. The general area of the call or 
Bin is known by the incoming line, but the number 
of the calling party is not automatically known and 
must be traced if necessary. Often the calls need to 
be patched to several agencies in turn in which case 
the operator can be tied up for the duration of the 
Whole series of cals. 


But there were a number of quite serious problems 
we ooserved in just the short time we were there, 
problems not with the system but with the users of 
the system, The most obvious was the number of 
crank calis they received which probably outnum- 
bered real calis by 3 or 4 to 1. At that time it was 
apparently almost exclusively kids bored with their 
Saturday afternoon but, kids or not, it tied up that 
switchboard like you wouldn't want to believe, es- 
pecially if you were trying to get through with a real 
emergency call, 


‘There were also problems with some legitimate 
calls, We noticed that 911 typically receives 3 or 4 
or more calis about the same incident, but many 


callers seem to think that they're the only one call- 
ing. They don’t want to believe the operators when 
they tell them that they already have the informa- 
tion, so they keep the operators tied up longer than 
necessary, 


Many people panic in an emergency and trying to 
get the important information from them is some- 
times difficult, While we were there, a call came 
in about a traffic accident involving serious injuries, 
bbut it took several minutes for the actual location 
to be determined. That translated into several min- 
utes delay in the proper rescue companies being dis- 
patched to the scene, and this was an incident which 
eventually needed Flight for Life helicopter trans. 
portation of a patient in critical condition where ev- 
ery minute counts. 


But the thing I heard which was most disturbing 
to me was a call which may well have come from a 
fellow ham on an autopatch. A car fire on 1-25 near 
the Pueblo County line had already been reported by 
several people and fire companies had already been 
dispatched, This well-intentioned person, once he 
realized he did indeed have the 911 operator, contin- 
ued for several minutes to provide every possible de- 
tail about the incident, detail which was far beyond 
what was required, He didn’t realize that this infor- 
mation was already known or no: needed, and his 
phone link was clearly only half-dupiex which made 
it impossible for the 911 operator to break in and in- 
form him, The operator was occupied for quite some 
time with this one call, In the meantime, the other 
‘operator was still tied up with the serious traffic ac- 
cident, and other calls were continuing to come in 
and being forced to wait 


It was the half-dupiex nature of the call that made 
‘me think it could well be a ham, and we all know 
how hams like to keep on talking! But, even if it 
wasn't a ham, the problems were ones we could en- 
counter while using an autopatch, and in the past I 
have overheard fellow hams unwittingly having sim- 
ilar problems with 911. Only since seeing the other 
side of this incident do I understand why’ 


So what did | learn from all this? We hams need 
to be aware of how easily we can tie up those vital 
resources when using autopatches, But a few simple 
guidelines can eliminate these problems and make 
Us far more valuabie to the emergency agencies. So 
Thave put together a few hints which I think might 
help all around: 


+ When calling via an autopatch, immediately iden- 
tify vourself as @ mobile amateur radio operator. 
Because the patch phone line is probably some dis- 
tance away, the location you give will probably 
not correspond to that expected by the 911 oper- 
atoz, s0 proper identification will eliminate that 
point of confusion. 


+ Listen to the 911 operator. Once you have es- 
tablished that you're talking to the right people, 
concentrate on answering their questions. They 
know what to ask 


* Give the location of the incident as clearly and 
accurately as possible. Even a simple mistake can 
‘mean that emergency services may get dispatched 
to the completely wrong area. 


* Recognize that you may not be the first person 
to call in this incident and believe the operator if 
they tell you so. 


+ Keep your transmissions short, preferably no 
longer than about 10 seconds. By doing that, the 
‘operator can interrupt you if necessary. 


+ Don’t insist on giving additional information un- 
Jess there are extraordinary circumstances. Such 
cases might include accidents with many injuries 
‘where multiple ambulances may be required, 


| believe that if we all follow these relatively simple 
guidelines, we can further prove that our services are 
invaluable when it come to being where it happens 
and being able to summon help in a timely manner. 
‘And we can earn greater respect of those critical 911 
operators, 


Many of the local emergency services can be heard 
through the extended receive coverage of modern 
ham transceivers, as well as on readily available 
scanners, and listening to them can sometimes be 
Quite interesting. So our next stop was just across 
the hallway to see how the the CSFD handles their 
communications, most of which are done on UHF 
repeaters (output frequencies shown), Channel 1 
(460.625MHz) is the main dispatch channel and 
is also used for general coverage of most medi- 
cals and other relatively minor incidents, Channel 
2 (460.525MHz) is used mainly for structure fires, 
while Channel 3 (460.575MHz, often also used sim- 
plex), is used for hazardous materials incidents and 
others, They aiso have s VHF paging and simulcast 
dispatch channel on 154.13MHz. 


One person constantly monitors all the channels 
while another deals with all incoming phone calls. 
A third person is designated as "Med Control" and 
provides medical information to responding rescue 
companies on the normal FD channels, They also 
use several of the nationally allocated "med chan- 
nels" (463.20011468.00%MHz) to cover ambulance to

hospital communications (Note that you need to 
isten to both of the pair of frequencies to hear 
both sides of those conversations). Med channel 9 
(467.950:462.950MHz) is first used for med control 
to establish which channel will be used to patch an 
ambulance via land line to any of the local hospi- 
tals. The ambulance then switches to the specified 
channel. 


When we finally went upstairs to CSPD dispatch, 
we learned that they've changed over toa 3 zone 
dispatch scheme rather than the 2 zones previously 
used, Based on just one evening's observation on 
my part, 1 believe that Channel 1 (453,750MHz) 
is now used to dispatch to the Northern part of 
town (I don’t yet know for sure what defines 
North”, though it appears as though the line may 
be somewhere around the 3000 N. block), Channel 
2 (455.850MHz) continues to be used for dispatch to 
the West part of town (West of Union), and Channel 
3 (453.550MHz) is now used to dispatch to the East 
side of town (East of Union). Routine license checks, 
etc., have moved to Channel 4 (253.475MHz), while 
Channels 5 and 6 (453.350MHz & 453.300MHz2) con- 
tinue to be for special purpose uses. 


But | think the most disappointing thing about our 
visit was learning that the Enhanced 911 system 
will not be in piace until early 1993, That system 
will help the operators in many ways, for exam- 
ple, by showing automatically the exact calling num- 
ber and location of all calls which will both reduce 
crank calls as well as enabling them to get help even 
more quickly to callers unable to communicate well, 
Hopefully the PPRAA will be able to have another 
program on the systern when E-911 becomes func- 
tional, 


So why do they insist on “Nine-One-One” rather 
than "Nine-Eleven"? Believe it or not, there are still 
people out there who use a phone so infrequently 
that they have a problem trying to locate the "11° 
button (or hole in the dial!) to call "Nine-Eleven’

GROWTH OR NO-GROWTH? Now that an 
almost monumental break from tradition for U.S. 
amateurs has transpired with the adoption of a code- 
Jess licence, many are waiting for reports a6 to what 
effect it will have on increasing the number of 
licensed amateurs. Here in Teller County, as an 
example, almost a dozen members of our search and 
rescue have purchased study manuals and are at work 
for the new Tech ticket. 


‘Coming as it dove at a time when fierce competi- 
tion for radio frequencies is the rule, not the excep 
tion, the desire for rapid growth in the amateur 
service should be understandable toaall but those who 
adamantly refuse to see what is happening. Or thooe 
towhom yesterday ie more important than tomorrow. 


‘While the U.S. continues to observe the interna- 
tional requirement for code proficiency on HF, 
others don't. Japan, for example, allows codeless 
licenceee come HF operation on the accepted 
Premise that no interference by such operation is 
created. Such practice is inconsistent with the inter- 
national regulations. So witness the growth of 
Japan's amateur radio population outstripping the 
US. They now have several times the number of 
licensees as this country. About 1,050,000! according 
to the 1990 issue of the JARL callbook. That’swhere 
‘experimentation and development ie largely taking 
place. That where amateur equipment research and 
development are today. They'll have a national 
sswapfest thie year that will dwarf our fantastic Dayton 
Hamvention; it's expected they will have at least 
double the attendance of Dayton (which is about 
30,000), Now that rapid growth is something to think 
about... 


‘You can bet your bippy no government body, no 
industry is anxious to challenge that size group to 
pluck away a frequency here and there as seems to 
be more and more the case in the US. What 
politician here would want to face over a million 
amateur radio operators (who also wote)? That's the 
situation over there... What if it were the situation 


USERFEES? I've not heard many comments, pro 
oF con, on-the-air about the FOC proposal looking 
toward "user fees” that will include the amateur ser- 
vice. It appears the fee for amateur service licences 
would be $3 per year, or $30 for the usual 10-year 
licence being issued today. The fee is directed 
toward covering the costs relating to rulemaking, rule 
enfcreement and regulatory actions. The fee ap- 
plicable to amateur radio operators would be the 
smallest fee to be levied; commercial users would pay 
‘much more. Many amateurs have commented that
